Please enter the following amended claims: 

3. Method according to claim 1, characterised in that the current which is shunted comprises 
between 1% and 30%, and preferably between 5% and 15% of the charging current of all the cells (5, 
6, 7). 

4. Method according to claim 1, characterised in that the charging current of all the cells (5, 6, 
7) is calculated as a fimction of the temperature of each of the cells. 

6. Method according to claim 1, characterised in that the range of temperatures is between 40*^C 
and 1 10°C, and preferably between SO'^C and 100°C. 

7. Method according to claim 1, characterised in that the charging current is calculated 
according to the formula: 
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S where S is the free surface of the cells being charged, A is between 80
